H. Felton, 87 years old, of C arters­ 
ville, Georgia, was appointed bv Gov­ 
ernor Thoas W. H ardwick, t >day to 
fill th e vacancy caused nj m o death 
of Senator Thom as E. W atson, until 
the people elect a successor in No­ 
vember. 
Mrs. Felton will be the first 
woman to become a senator. 
At tht, sam e time Governor H ard­ 
wick announced his candidacy for 
the rem ainder of the W atson term . 
W hether Mrs. Felton will actually 
have an opportunity to qualify and 
serve as a m em ber of the senate is 
doubtful, for her successor will have 
been elected when the senate meets 
in December. 
Mrs. Felton is the w*dow of Dr. 
W. II. Felton of Cartersville. Ga., 
who served as a m em ber of congress 
for several term s. She has lor.g been 
active 
in 
Georgia 
politics. 
Many 
years before the women were grant­ 
ed the right of suffrage, Mrs. Felton 
managed her husband’s cam paigns 
and stum ped the district in his be­ 
half. 
She was a friend of the late 
Senator W atson, and supported Gov. 
H ardwick in hi* recent cam paign 
for re-nomination. 
The new senator 
has taken an active and influential 
part in political cam paigns ia Georg­ 
ia for many years. 
On several oc­ 
casions she addressed the state leg­ 
islature and has served as a m em ber 
of the board of visitors of Georgi. 
Mrs. Felton has a wide acquaint­ 
ance with leaders in national affairs 
and In 1921 conferred with President 
H arding while he was visiting in St. 
Augustine, Fla., prior to assum ing 
the presidency. 
Mrs. Felton announced her accept­ 
ance of the appointm ent. 
Governor H ardwick in a statem ent 
said he had offered the appointm ent 
to Mrs. W atson, the widow of the late 
senator but “to my deep and real re­ 
gret Mrs. W atson ha* conveyed the 
information to me that ill health and 
aversion to the public station in her 
own nam e renders it impossible for 
her to accept.” 
Governor Hardwick said Mrs. Fel­ 
ton would serve until the general 
election November 7, when a succes­ 
sor to fill the unexpired term will be 
chosen. 
“ Under the circum stances,” 
the statem en t said, “ I should hesitate 
to m ake any appointm ent if the laws 
of Georgia did not require it.” 
Mrs. Felton at her home in Car­ 
tersville, dictated a message to Gov­ 
ernor H ardwick 
accepting 
the ap­ 
pointm ent. She declared it was “with 
mingled feelings of personal g rati­ 
tude and 
profound 
adm iration for 
your courage in thus placing so far as 
your office allows, a woman in the 
ranks of the most exalted body in the 
known world,” that she accepted the 
place. 
“ It’s going to thrill the nation,” she 
declared.

June IO, X835, the 
daughter of

She was married in 1853 
to Dr. EL W. Felton, who di d in 1909.

Mrs. Felton w*as one of two Georgia 
women on the executive com mittee 
ac the Columbian exposition in 1S93.
